TRUTH OR TRADITION 
M HISTORY BOOKS? 

During the past few weeks a heat- 
ed controversy has been going on in 
the "Letters to the Editor" column of 
the New York Times, concerning the 
truthful teaching of History— particu- 
larly that of the American Revolution. 
Charles Grant Miller, of fame un- 
known to "Who's Who", began the 
skirmish by attacking elementary 
text-books on the ground that they 
destroy patriotism. These books pre- 
sent the American position as partly 
right and partly wrong. According 
to Mr. Miller, we ought to regard the 
American leaders as saints and the 
English ministry and king as demons. 
The next week the author of one of 
the text-books attacked answered Mr. 
Miller in a sensible, restrained way. 
Truth, he -said, must be placed above 
all things, whether or not empty tra- 
dition and false patriotism suffer. 

Plenty of people who. should know 
better arc blinded to the need for his- 
torical accuracy by tradition and up- 
bringing. A late -issue of the Times 
brings a letter from a high school 
teacher who was considered an arch- 
heretic to American ideals because he 
"dared" to teach history as it really

It the alumni of Yale or 
Harvard today could, for the mere ask- 
ing, review the history" of their respective 
institutions by seeing motion pictures of 
undergraduate life in the successive his- 
torical periods, there would be a rush to 
apply for places. «.

IMMIGRATION IXTO PALESTINE 

The Zionist organization slates that 
about 10,000 Jews entered Palestine port; 
during the year ended December 31, 1920, 
according to figures supplied by the Jaf- 
fa? office of the immigration depart- 
ment of the Zionist Commission. In- 
cluded in these figures are the 3000 Pa- 
lestinian Jews, who had been exiled by 
the Turkish authorities and found re- 
fuge during the war in Egypt, Syria, 
Cyprus and Corsica. They were permitt- 
ed by the Hritish authorities to return to 
Palestine soon after the armistice. Of the 
7000 new immigrants 3000 from the 
Ukraine, Crimea, Caucasus, Armenia and 
Persia came through Constantinople, 
while 3500 came via Vienna and Trieste 
from Lithuania, Poland, Galteia and 
Germany. The remaining 500 came from 
other European and American countries.
